The change from the provincial 
banldiig of the early period has been 
rapid. 
The magnitude of the inter­ 
ests involved now demands that the 
state exercise an active oversight 
over their operations. 
During three 
several sessions of the legislature 
bills have been introduced creating 
a bank department, and providing 
for bank examinations, but the bills 
have failed of passage. 
The people 
of Missouri, always conservative in 
legislation, have been slow in adopt­ 
ing new statutes and have refused 
to do so, until convinced not only 
of their practical character but of 
their actual need, and they have not 
yet realized the necessity of radical 
changes in the banking laws.’*
